PERMIT IS STATELESS. 

2. POLICE INFORMED CONSUL EARLY IN WEEK OF JULY 27 THAT A 
NON-BRASILIA OF UNDETERMINED NATIONALITY HAD BEEN ARRESTED. 
THEY SAID THAT HE WAS BORN IN HUNGARY BUT THAT THEY BELIEVED 
HE MAY HAVE ENTERED BRAZIL ON U.S. DOCUMENTS . SUBJECT 

HAD BEEN ARRESTED BY POLICE BECAUSE HE WAS WITHOUT MONEY, 
DOCUMENTS, IDENTIFICATION OF ANY TYPE, AND APPEARED TO BE 
ILL. POLICE ARE WILLING TO RELEASE SUBJECT BUT WILL NOT 
RELEASE HIM WHILE HE HAS NO MONEY OR DOCUMENTS. 

3. SUBJECTS DOCUMENTS, TICKET, AND MONEY WERE LOST OR STOLEN 
APPARENTLY ONE NIGHT WHILE HE ENGAGED IN ABOUT OF EXCESSIVE 
INTIMACY WITH JOHN BARLEYCORN. 

4. CONSUL SPOKE WITH VARIG AIRLINES WHO AGREED TO ISSUE 
REPLACEMENT TICKET FOR ONE SUBJECT LOST. RESERVATIONS FOR 
SUBJECT MADE FOR AUGUST 7, VARIG FLIGHT 800 TO MIAMI. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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5. BASED ON EXAMINATIONS OF SUBJECT’S GREEN CARD AND 
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REENTRY PERMIT MADE BY CONSUL IN MID-JULY CONSUL TOOK 
SUBJECT'S APPLICATION FOR LOST 1-151 AND ISSUED LETTERS 
(9FAM APPENDIX D PART IV, 3.5) TO TRANSPORTATION 
LINE CVARIG) AND INS INPECTOR AT PORT OF ENTRY TO ALLOW 
SUBJECT TO RETURN TO U.S. SINCE SUBJECT IS WITHOUT 
FOUNDS AND SINCE HE HAD ONLY TWO PHOTOGRAPHS AVAILABLE, 

1-90 SUBMITTED WITH FEE STILL UNPAID AND WITH ONLY ONE 
PHOTO. OTHER PHOTO ATTACHED TO LETTER TO INS

6. IN LETTER TO INS INSPECTOR AND TRANSPORTATION COMPANY 
CONSUL VARIED FROM FORMAT IN FAM AND USED NUMBER OF REENTRY 
PERMIT RATHER THAN NUMBER OF GREEN CARD. 

SINCE SUBJECT DOES 

NOT KNOW HIS GREEN NUMBER. 

7. POLICE AGREED TO LET SUBJECT DEPART FOR U.S. UNDER 
ARRANGEMENTS MADE BY CONSUL BUT WILL HOLD SUBJECT UNTIL 
PLANE TIME, AND WILL THEN PLACE HIM ON PLANE UNDER ESCORT, 

8. ALTHOUGH ACTION ALREADY TAKEN IN THIS CASE, CONSUL 

REQUEST GUIDANCE FROM DEPARTMENT FOR FUTURE ON RESPONSIBILITIES

THAT VALID PASSPORT WAS REQUIRED TO ENTER BRAZIL.
